When asked if she enjoys writing.

“Recently, however. I have found 
it is such a hard job to write stories 
with which the general readers will 
be Satisfied. A book should show the 
writer's individuality, artistic 
sense, way of thinking and 
sometimes some special knowledge. 
It must not bore the reader and it 
must have something fresh and 
original with a universal theme," 
she maintained. 

“I am often up against a wall-1 
lose confidence about my ability. I 
get nervous. Then 1 cannot think of 
even a single word to write. Even if 
I write any. it does not seem to be 
printable." Chizuru felt 

Besides these frustrations, she 
likes writing a lot While writing 
she can find the answers to her own 
questions and improve herself. 

“1 know I will keep writing, just 
like I am doing right now. feeling 
awkward and facing trouble. I 
cannot help but do it. In short. I do 
not always enjoy writing, but 1 do 
like It," said the Japanese writer. 

Though she TefeU^too inexperi¬ 
enced to truly "advise" people who 
would like to be writers, she would * 
like to offer these words of 
"encouragement."

By a decidedly different 
approach to interviewing a person- 
through corrcspondence-a most 
intriguing writer responded from 
Japan regarding her forthcoming 
novel for which she won a 
competitive award in her native 


Chizuru Gomhawa from Nagano. 
Japan, explained that her novel. 
The River that Calls Me. Will be 
published in April or May. 

"The book is a long novel based on 
my experience in America. The 
location is UT-Martin." she 
explained. 

She is hnppy to let her friends 
here, who used to know her by the 
name of “Chico,” find out what 
Chizuru is doing back home. 

“The plot of my novel is nothing 
new or special. A young Japanese 
woman falls in love with an 
American student and gets 
engaged. But she is afraid to leave 
her family and fears that she would 
be useless in the American society." 
Chizuru said. 

Continuing, she explained the 
main aubject in her story is faced 
with a great dilemma and decides to 
return home to think her life over. 

"Things happen in Japan-stili 
she loves the man. She flies back to 
him. One summer, however, she 
realizes she has her own way when 
one of Jter best American friends 
dies ancT she leaves Tennessee for 
Maryland," she added. 

Chizuru noted the main subjects 
of the novel are love, mental 
independence of a woman ' and 
passing springtime of life. 

"I used the Tennessee River as the 
symbofareternlty. Some verses of a 
- poem or rfty friend who dies at the 
end of the story make the 
underlying tone and add iyraciam 
to the story." the Japanese woman 
replied. 

She responded that prior to 
writing this novel she had written a 
shorter one last year about one of 
her Tennessean friends who hsd 
been killed in a shooting incident 
She wrote it by way of trial, and it is 
not published. 

The award she has won is 
competitive. One of the largest 
publishing companies in Tokyo, she 
explained. Kodan-sha Co.. Inc., held 
a special award contest for a long 
novel last year for their anniversary 
of the foundation. 

t “When I heard of the contest last 
June. I had already started to 
write the long novel I just told you 
about. I knew it would be hardly 
possible for an obscure writer to go 
out into the literary world with a 
long novel.” she said. 

The contest was open to any body- 
a chance she had been waiting for. 
She finished and sent the novel to 
the publisher in August 

“I got a phone call from a 
managing editor last December

Ray Mears signed Pacer basketball 
Coach Tom Hancock to a three-year 
contract with an automatic one- 
year renewal. What this means is 
that Hancock will be at UTM for as 
long as he wishes. Mears gave credit 
to Hancock for the recent successes 
of the Pacer basketball program. 

Coach Mears continued that next 
year's team with the return of Jerry 
Davis, former CSC player of the 
year: Marcus Class, who sat out this 
season after transferring from 
Lam but h and this year’s rugged 
front line of Sam Cherry, Scott 
Kalis and Tony Povaleri will have 


Lane. Union and Belmont The

will again play two Division I 
schools. Florida State and Stetaon. 
It was also announced that the CSC 
tournament will be played in 
Birmingham.

The format is similar to that of the 
SEC and will be played over three 
days 1984-85 will also welcome 
West Georgia to the GSC. 

Mears went on to challenge 
players, fans, students and anyone 
connected with UTM to support the 
Pacers in their drive for the NCAA 
Division II national championship. 
To accomplish this, besides a 
winning record, the Pacers need fan 
support. North Alabama, which 
made the Final Four, played all the 
tournament games at home. The 
NCAA looks at attendance in 
deciding tournament sites. 


The Pacers suffered through an 
injury-plagued year to finish with a 
19-10 record and third-place Gulf 
South Conference finish behind 
NCAA tournament participant 
Jacksonville State and final four 
representative North Alabama 


Considering that the Pacers 
played without injured 1983 Gulf 
South Conference Player of the 
Year. Jerry Davis, (only senior 
guard Mitch Stentiford was a 
returning starter) the Pacers' 
^howing has to be considered 
remarkable, according to Pacer 
Coach Tom Hancock. 

Along with Stentiford. the 
Pacers' all-time leading scorer, 
Hancock groomed three newcomers 
to the program and a reserve from 
last season's GSC championship 
team into a starting lineup. A host 
of reserves played important roles 
in the Pacers' fortunes. 


The Pacers have posted theGSC's 
best overall record (19-9) the past 
two seasons under Hancock. In that 
span. UTM is the only GSC team 
that has not lost a regular season 
game on its home floor, carrying a 
sparkling 14-0 mark. 

The statistics continue to be 
impressive. Against all opponents, 
the Pacers are 35-2 in Pacer Arena 
under the Hancock reign, and will 
take a'13-game winning streak into 
play next season. The Pacers 18-1 
home record this season will go into 
the record book as best home record 
for a single season. 

Hancock has led the rise to 
prominence the past two season, 
posting a 40-20 record. Of the 20 
losses, fire have been to Division I 
teams, including Missouri. 
Tcnnessee-Chattanooga. Tennessee 
Tech. Illinois State and Alabama. 
Four of those teams have 
participated in the NCAA playoffs 
over the time period. The Pacers 
lost to Kentucky Wesleyan earlier 


losses have come to league rivals. 

Hancock says proudly that no 
other GSC team has the type fans 
that come in masses to Pacer Arena 
during the winter months. The 
Pacers'“sixth man" continued to 
come through the turnstiles in 
record numbers this season as the. 
Pacers recorded a home attendance 
of 53,200. The Pacers averaged 
3.960 fans a game against league 
opposition. 

“All of the other schools in our 
conference envy UTM because our 
fans have continued to support us in 
large numbers," Hancock said. 
“Other schools try to imagine ways 
to get the numbers that we do. 
You’ll not find better fans anywhere 
and it is a great aspect of our 
program." 

The end of the season saw the 
conclusion of Stentiford's 
outstanding career in a Pacer 
uniform. Stentiford and, reserve 
Jesse Apple were the only seniors on 
the squad. Stentiford. in addition to 


Stentiford. co-starters gcott Kalis 
and Willie Forbes, along with 
reserves Apple and Chip Smith all 
missed playing*time due to injuries. 

“I never was around a team that 
had the number of injuries like this 
team suffered." Hancock said. 
“However, if was credit to the 
players that they fought and 
performed as well as they did." 

With the return of Davis, fully- 
healed from the stress fracture in 
his leg. the addition of redshirt 
Marcus Glass and the return of all- 
conference forward Sam Cherry, 
starters Forbes. Kyle Herrin, and 
Kalis and other top players. 
Hancock looks to the 1984-85 season 
with optimism. , 

“We are looking forward to next 
season very much, the Pacer mentor 
said. Next season can be great for 
us. The players are dedicated to 
the task of working hard during the

members from across the state were 
urged today to join hands with 
parents of students in a concerted 
effort to “make teachers proud 
again." 

Speaking at the opening session 
of the Tennessee School Board 
Association annual- convention at 
Opryland Hotel. UTM Chancellor 
Charles E. Smith said the teaching 
profession has had to take the brunt 


of the 

Better School legislation as a 
"proper and essential first step" 
toward improvements in education 
in Tennessee. He cautioned, 
however, that the action was only a 
beginning in the reform movment 
and that now the burden of 
leadership in the effort shifts to 
local school boardyand university 
schools of education. 

Expectations have been raised 


of criticism relating to the quality of exceedingly high levels." the 


education at a time when parenUtl 
neglect may be the real culprit. 

“Teachers of this country need 
better pay. but more than that they 
need greater respect." Smith said. 
’“It is time to make teachers proud 
again. 

"Respect for teachers shall 
remain an elusive goal until the 
school boards of this state get lough 
on discipline and until the public at 
large-particularly parents of 
students-stand up in support of the 
proposition that the teacher is in 
charge of the classroom." he added 

"It is time for parents to stop 
second guessing and undercutting 
teachers who assign homework, 
enforce discipline and demand 
excellence in student performance. 

“Little Johnny may prefer more 
play at school and less work at 
home, and too often, parents may 
concur. But that attitude must 
change if we are to move forward 
again. We must reinstate the 
proposition that teachers know best 
what is right for the development of 
the mind and intellect of the little

chancellor said. "Legislators voted 
for better schools, and that is what 
they expect to get. They and their 
constitutents will soon be paying 
more for better teachers, and that is 
what they expect to have. 

“Better Schools legislation-in 
and ofitself-will not guaranteethat 
a better quality student chooses to 
enter the teaching profession...nor 
that our schools of education will 
better prepare students for 
teaching careers. Neither will the 
legislation alone ensure that 
teachers will teach belter or that 
their students will learn more." 

He said schools of education must 
raise admissions standards, 
increase scholarship incentives and 
strengthen curriculum to attract 
the "best young minds" into teacher 
training programs. 

He noted that such steps were 
being taken at UTM and that the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, a 
major private foundation, and 
UTM have joined forces in a major 
initiative to upgrade, in particular, 
science and mathematics teaching 


' Smith said he believed a primary 
rsaponsibility of local school boards 
in the education reform movement 
is improvements in the ‘environ¬ 
ment in which they are asking 
teachers to leach." 

The chancellor cited the need for 
a safe and orderly school 
environment as a top priority of 
local board*. He said better school^ 
will remain an elusive goal as long 
as disruptive student behavior is 
tolerated by school officials. 

"There is no room for compromise 
in the arena of discipline-it iseither 
enforced or surrendered, and 
surrendered discipline is 
incompatible with the quest for 
educational excellence." Smith 
said. 

He also urged school board 
members to address the ‘absence of 
prestige" within the teaching 
profession to decline in status in 
recqpt years. 

“The way in which our society- 
views teachers stands in stark 
contrast to that of Japanese 
society." Smith said. "In that 
country- where educational 
excellence has been the foundation 
for Japan's phenomenal growth and 
development as an industrial giant- 
-the honorific title sense is highly 
coveted and proudly worn by 
teachers. No other position 
commands the respect that 
Japanese teachers enjoy "
